I  hope,  my  Dear  Sir,  you  do 
not  consider  it  a  matter  unworthy  uf  attention,  aa 
some  have  affected  to  do  in  similar  cases  ;  fur  the 
character  of  a  respectable  female  ought  not  thus 
to  be  wantonly  trifled  with,  particularly  by  people 
professing  the  mild  and  peaceful  religion  uf  the  Re¬ 
deemer. 

If  you  cannot  make  it  appear  that  she  is  a  here¬ 
tic,  in  the  scriptunl  meaning  of  the  expression,  you 
ought  to  have  known  it  liefure  you  excommunica¬ 
ted  her.  If  you  can  make  it  appear,  and  neglect  nr 
refuse  to  do  it,  you  are  guilty  of  injustice.  In  ei¬ 
ther  case.  therefore,  the  act  was  oppressive  and  un¬ 
just. 

Dear  Sir,  what  construction  am  I  to  put  upon 
your  silence  in  this  matter?  and  what  construction 
will  the  public  lie  likely  to  put  upon  it?  One  of 
two  things  must  certainly  be  the  fact ;  either  that 
you  are  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  comply  with  my 
solicitation — and  if  you  are  able,  no  heart  can  con¬ 
ceive  why  you  should  be  unwilling.  I  am  sensible. 
Sir,  that  we  ask  nothing  unfair  or  unreasonable  ; 
nothing  but  what  justice  to  the  accused,  and  to  the 
denomination  uf  which  she  has  become  a  member, 
demands.

MOR.MOXIsM . AURORA  BOREALIS. 

It  is  very  common  with  men  at  the  present  day, 
to  declaim  loudly  ntraiiist  the  supersiilioiis  and  ex¬ 
travagant  notions  prevalent  during  the  darkiT  ages 
of  popish  dictation  and  monkish  credulity  :  while 
they,  perhaps,  at  the  same  time,  openly  avow  their 
belief  in  what  is  equally  preposterous,  or  give  a  taeit 
assent  to  siieh  opinions,  liy  allowing  them  to  he  pro- 
elaimed  within  the  legitimate  sjihere  of  their  influ¬ 
ence,  without  any  expression  of  disajijirohatiun  or 
attempts  at  refutation. 

We  nepfl  not  refer  to  the  period  w  hen  tlie  austere 
St.  Dunstan  held  his  devils.iip  liy  the  nose  wiih 
red-liot  pincers,  until  his  tcrrilie  hellowings  .darm 
cd  the  whole  ni  iglihorliood,  for  instances  of  s.dntly 
higois  claiming  the  power  of  restricting  his  infernal 
majesty  in  the  free  exercise  of  his  locomotive  pow¬ 
ers;  nor  to  that  era  when  Peter  the  Hermit  and 
Walter  the  Moneyless  led  their  ilelmled  mnltitudes 
madly  onward  to  certain  desimelion,  in  their  vain 
effiirts  to  wrest  the  Holy  Land  from  the  hands  of 
the  inliilel  Sar aeims,  for  eases  of  wild,  enthnsiaslie 
excitement.  .More  recent  history  will  furnish  alimi- 
rlance  of  characters,  whose  monkish  austerity  eoiild 
not  have  been  snrpassisi  by  the  notalile  St.  Dunstan 
liimself,  and  otliers  possessing  all  the  mail,  eiiihn- 
siaslic  zeal  of  the  liigoiicil  Peter,  wiili  ns  empty 
purses  ns  had  moneyless  Walter.  F.ven  now,  there 
are  many  among  ns,  wearing  the  .sanelinionioiis 
visage  of  the  Glnstonhiiry  saint,  who  would  nn- 
donliteilly,  should  an  opportunity  present,  hold  with 
an  iron  grasp,  in  torturing  dnrani'e,  tlie  arch  enemy 
of  Heaven  ;  and  the  loud  portentous  cry  of  the 
.Mormon  prophet  to  his  deluded  followers  is  ringing 
in  our  ears : 

“  On,  on  10 the  tiir  aw.vy  West!  Ilie  promised  Innd, 

From  the  drciHl,  awful  day,  where  God  shall  quick  roinm.and: 

‘  Lei  the  Norihern  Lielils  with  consniiiiii"  vengeance  glow, 

Enwrap  ilie  iinliolieving  world  in  wralhful  wo 

On,  rver-rnillifiil,  olMsiienl,  holy  bond ! 

Children  of  endless  life  1  away  to  Ilie  promised  land.” 

The  above  lines  may  be  unintelligible,  in  part,  to 
some  readers  ;  for  the  benefit  of  sueli  I  will  make 
explanation.  On  the  evening  of  the  17th  of  May, 
the  aurora  borealis  illuminated  the  northern  regions 
of  our  hemi.sphere  with  unusual  brilliancy.  Its 
dancing  coruscations  appeared  to  rise  from  the  dis¬ 
tant  horizon,  whence  they  darted  swiftly  upward, 
extending  themselves  to  the  zenith.  Bright,  glow¬ 
ing  pillars  moved  backward  and  forward  along  the 
northern  sky  :  and  anon,  undulating,  luminous  flash¬ 
es  shut  a  resplendent  lustre  far  south  of  our  latitude.

''of  sHp«!rstilion  and  fanaticism.  'J’hc  announcement 
j  was  made,  simultaneously,  by  a  number  o(  the  Mor- 
;  inon  teacbers,  in  a  neighborhiKiil  including  parts  of 
:  Livonia  and  Geneseo,  towns  in  Livingston  county, 
j  In  tiuse  towns,  and  in  .\von,  Jlormon  meetings 
I  liavc  frequently  lieen  held,  for  some  months  past, 

I  w  hich  have  Iwen  attended  with  some  success;  though 
|, small,  when  the  long-eontinued,  strenuous  elliirfs 
„\vhicli  liave  In’en  made  are  taken  into  eoiisidcration. 

!  They  now  nninhcr  nearly  liliy  in  the  vicinity,  with 
tcaclicrs,  preachers  and  prophets  enough  for  the 
i,;.rencral  good  :  say  ten  to  fifteen.  On  tlie  eventful 
!  (  Veiling  of  the  I7ih  of  May,  they  went  from  house 
'  to  house,  alarming  and  terrifying  the  people  vvith 
ilnir  oiiiinons  predictions.  They  succeeded  in 
working  on  the  fears  of  nine  in  such  a  manner,  ns 
'  to  induce  them  to  be  baptized  on  the  following  evo- 
jiiing.  They  usually  baptize  I'etween  the  hours  of 
I'ltine  and  twelve  at  night.  Wiih  regard  to  the  ex- 
;  pression,  “  children  ofeiidlcss  life,”  it  is  well  known 
I  that  a  petition,  purporting  to  Ik'  I'roin  the  “subjects

!  their  inemhers,  who  they  lielicved  would  never  taste 
.  death.  But  the  member,  named  in  the  memorial, 
'has  since  died  :  a  circnmstance  which  ought  to  dis- 
jipcl  their  illusion.
